>JOINT USAF/NOAA REPORT OF SOLAR AND GEOPHYSICAL ACTIVITY 
>SDF NUMBER 267 ISSUED AT 2200Z ON 24 SEP 1997 


>IA. ANALYSIS OF SOLAR ACTIVE REGIONS AND ACTIVITY FROM 23/2100Z 
>TO 24/2100Z: SOLAR ACTIVITY BECAME HIGH DURING THE PERIOD. REGION 
>8088 (S28E11) PRODUCED AN IMPULSIVE M5/1B AT 24/0248Z WITH STRONG 
>TYPE II AND IV SWEEP EVENTS. 

An M5 flare is a biggie. General rule of the thumb is mid to upper 
C flares (C6-C9 flares) are sufficient to cause geomagnetic storming. 
M flares are a magnitude of order stronger than C's. 


Type II bursts are caused by relativistic electrons (traveling near 

the speed of light) spiraling along the magnetic field lines of the solar 
disturbance from the shock wave as it travels outward from the sun. 

The higher the shock wave travels, the lower the frequency the bursts 
occur. It takes a huge event to blow solar mass high enough into the 
solar atmosphere to cause type II bursts ... which occur from ~400MHz 
down to ~8MHz. They are called sweep events because the bursts start 

at a high frequency and sweep (or drift) downward to the low frequencies. 
Type II and III's drift about 20MHz per second. 


Type IV is continuum noise ... that is, radio emission occuring from 
several hundred MHz to ~8MHz SIMULTANEOUSLY.

A type IV continuum noise storm usually lasts 30-60 minutes. This one 
lasted 2+ hours! Must have been very energetic ... confirmed by the 
650 solar flux units measured at 2695 MHz. 


>REGION 8088 ALSO PRODUCED AN M3/SF AT 24/1106Z WITH A STRONG TYPE II 

>AND MODERATE INTENSITY TYPE IV. MINOR CENTIMETRIC BURSTS ACCOMPANIED 
>THIS EVENT. THIS REGION ALSO PRODUCED A C8/1N AT 24/1834Z WITH A 

>WEAK TYPE II. 

A flare has to throw mass about one solar radii to cause emissions at 
AQOQMHz and below (centimeter range or below). These other flares, causing 
type II/IV events, is just saying these disturbances are major solar 
disturbances. 


This type II stuff are classifications of radio bursting that occur at 
the same time as the solar disturbance. Burst storms are relatively 
short in duration (<tens of minutes). They're now over with ... but 
the 2nd punch will hit us in a couple of days. 


>CORONAL MASS EJECTIONS AND VERY LARGE CORONAL 

>MORETON WAVES WERE OBSERVED WITH THIS LONG DURATION EVENT AND THE M5 
>MENTIONED ABOVE. REGION 8088 CONTINUES TO GROW AT A SLOW TO MODERATE 
>PACE AND IS NOW MAGNETICALLY CLASSIFIED AS A BETA-GAMMA REGION 
Coronal Mass Ejection (CME) is any solar disturbance that throws off 
mass into space. This is a huge shock wave of electrons and protons 
traveling at supersonic speeds. If the trajectory is right, this huge 
wave of electrons/protons will hit the earth, causing geomagnetic 
storming and disturbances in the ionosphere (and hence propagation). 
Below, major storming is forecasted, meaning the trajectory of this 
event is such that the Earth will pass through the shock wave of 
electrons. 


>IIA. GEOPHYSICAL ACTIVITY SUMMARY FROM 23/2100Z TO 24/2100Z: 
>THE GEOMAGNETIC FIELD WAS QUIET.

As mentioned above, this shock wave of electrons is predicted to hit 
the Earth on 26 Sept. The electron density is high enough that storm 
conditions are assured.

>SEVERE STORM INTERVALS ARE POSSIBLE DURING THAT TIME, ESPECIALLY AT 


>HIGH LATITUDES. 

As the electrons hit the Earth's geomagnetic field, they will flow 
along the field lines, concentrating in the pole regions, where radio 
storming will be the greatest. Feel lucky if you worked Jim Larsen 
AL7FS for QRPA ... ‘cause a kilowatt ain't gonna do him much good 
friday or saturday (sorry Jim!). 


This huge infusion of electrons into our magnetic field is also what 
makes the auroras ... so friday and saturday night ... there is a good 


chance of auroral activity in the higher latitudes.

Just a note to keep us honest. 

While there is no real electrocution risk from the 12V supply, there are 
some 

risks involved. 

A 5 watt transmitter into 50 ohms gives about 45 volts peak to peak. 
This is 

enough to give you a tingle. 

Being RF it wants to stay near the surface and can cause a skin burn, 
but is 

very unlikely to cause any serious health risk. 


End feed on a half wave antenna can generate very high voltage, so 
please do 
take a little care with the RF. 


Just to be aware, most of us are FAR more likely to injure ourselves 
with the 

soldering iron or wire cutters than with the RF, but it is good to 
remain aware.

A lot of good advice on AC wiring and shock hazards. I have a friend who 

moved into an apartment and could not boil water on the electric stove. She 
called me over and I found the ground and hot reversed in the stove outlet. 
Good thing the stove and sink were too far apart to touch at the same time! 


On 12 Volts, this generaly is not a shock hazard but can be a burn hazard.

Attention any of you who are Novice/Tech+'s. If you think you like CW and 
can receive at any speed sign up to be a FOX. I'll admit it's real scary 
to work CW the first few times (even on a new band) but when you HAVE to do 
it most people can do it. 


Being the FOX you HAVE to do it. I know it made me get on the air. Twice 
a month I was able to be a N/T+ Fox last year and that's about how much I 
got on the air, twice a month. 


The guy's and gals that participate in the hunt are great. They will send 
at YOUR speed and repeat until you get it right - after all THEY don't get 
any points unless YOU get it right. 


I'll even tell you how to be a FOX. 


First you come home early from work - not because you need to (you set the 
time) but because YOU NEED TO. You will turn on your rig two hours before 
its time to get on the air. And you will, for the next two hours, check to 
be sure its working and your have tuned everything up correctly. 


You might eat dinner, you may not think you can hold it down. Remember you 
will be on the air for 2 hours so DON'T drink too much. 


Finally 10 minutes before your suppose to start you will sit down at your 
rig and recheck everything. You'll get back up and walk around then sit 
down again. You'll do this a few times then realize it's 10 seconds PAST 
the time you were suppose to start and you'll run back to your rig to get 
started. 


First you will send CQ CQ CQ FOX de xxxx* *kkk* *k*kk* K and listen. Even 
though you've picked a quiet spot on the band there will be a lot of noise 
from out of now where. Listen again - send out another CQ string. This 
noise will come and go at your command. Its people, just like you, calling 
you back. 


Take a deep breath and send CQ again. This time listen for the tone that 
is a little off, one you can read, even if its only two characters you have 
a hound. 


Send out your two characters and wait. A full call will come back, at your 
speed, and in it will be the two characters you sent. You've made contact. 


Send your exchange and you will get one back. Ask for a repeat. You'll get 
one. Ask again but slower. You'll get it again, slower. Soon you'll be 
able to copy what was sent and you'll send RRR 73's and SK. 


Sit back and listen to the noise, its started all over again and will 
continue for the next two hours (which will seem like 15 minutes). 


Does it get better? No, I just described my 10th time at being a FOX. Do 
YOU get better? YES!!! Only two of the 1996/97 N/T+ Foxes didn't upgrade 
before the hunt was over and both of us upgraded following the season (I 
did the Saturday Field Day ended - I couldn't until then I was responsible 
for the N/T+ FD team) and Niel had to travel 800 miles to take the tests so 
he went from Tech+ to Advanced in one day. 


So if you think you like CW sign up to be a N/T+ Fox and you WILL LOVE CW 
when your done.

In the interest of safety for equipment and people I have taken to 
fusing my battery packs internally. 


Most of my gell cell batteries are a pair of 6V units in series to 
give 12V. I use an inline fuseholder as the jumper between the two. 


Radio Shack sells a fairly decent unit but I found one by Littlefuse 

at Discount Auto Parts, model # FHA 30 BP. It uses 12 GA wire, and 
comes with a 30A fuse. 

I then insulate the connections, this way even if I drop something 

on top of the battery and short it directly, the battery and everything 


else is protected. 


Btw, I also use an inline fuse holder in the power leads with a fuse 
designed to protect the radio. Usually a 2A or 5A fuse for my radios. 


Any battery that I make up that I have access to internal connections 
gets a fuse in the middle of the string of cells.

for the good info on SMT work, however, I must argue with him 
on one point: - 
> Removing chip caps and such is easy. With a wide tip, heat up the 
whole 
> part and it will slide off. Removing IC's is almost imposable with 
out 
> destroying the part or the board. 


SMT ICs are easy to remove!! 

How? 

Well, you get some very thin wire and thread it alongside the ic under 
the pins. There is always a very small gap there - hence the very thin 
wire. 


You solder one end to the board somewhere where it doesn't matter just 
to anchor it. 

Then you gently pull the other end away from the chip so that the wire 
is trying to get between the chip leg and the board. Then you apply the 
iron the that leg and PING!!, the wire will slip out from under that 
leg & clear the gap of solder. Then you just work along the chip 
heating up each leg in turn till the wire pulls away from the chip. 
Usually just an odd pin may need heating again. 

Then you do another side, repeating if its a chip with legs on all four 
sides. And Hey Presto - the chip is loose! 


I have removed AND REPLACED chips using this method! (Usually ‘cos the 
chip was not faulty) 
Sorry for the long explanation - I wish I could draw in ASCII!
